Thomas A. Ilendrieks was born in 


M.iisk!ngmn county, Ohio, September 7, 
1810, removed lo Shelby county, Indiana, 
in 1822, graduated at Hanover College in 
ISM, and after studying law at Cham- 
bcrsburg, PH., was admitted to the bar 
In 1BK). 
J Tent once returned Lo Indiana, 


where he built up a largo and lucrative 
practice. Ile was elected it member of 
the Indiana JFouseof Representatives in 
1818 and of the riidianit State Cnmtitu- 
lloniil Convention In 1S50. Prom 185] to 
1855 he was a J)emocratic member of 
Congress, and from ISM lo ISO!) com. 
mlsiiiimer of the U. S. laud ollicc. fn 
1W1S he was elected to Iho U. S, Senate 
from Indiana,and served with great dis- 
tinction In that body for six years eliding 
in ISfli). 


As a member of the (sarnie he look 


high rank for his unswerving ilevolion 
lo and able advocacy of tho principles of 
his parly, distinguishing himself by Lhe 
frankness ami boldness with which he 
urged his opinions at it lime when Lhe 
counlry was jusl emerging from Ihe 
chaos of isivll war and lhi> Kepublican 
parly seemed most securely enlrenebed 
in power. Throughout Urn reconslnic- 
IIon period no Senator was more persls- 
IcnL or courageous iu opposition lo meas- 
ures subversive uf State governments, to 
LesC oaths, to Ihe civil rights bill, the 
frei'dmcn's bureau monstrosity and loiill 
similar legislation. 


In 1850 and 1SUS he was Ilia .Democrat- 


ic candidate for Governor of Jmllana, 
but was defeated In both instances. Jn 
1872 lie was again a cumlidalu for the 
same position ami was eleeleil. The 
election was perhaps the mosl closely 
coulesled in Ihe history of Lhe Slalc, and 
his success was mainly due lo his per- 
sonal popularity. Jlis majority in it to- 
tal vole, of ,'175,000 was 1,MS, 


In the National Democratic Conven- 


tion of 1SCS Mr. Rend ricks lad all other 
candidates for the Presidential nomina- 
tion, receiving the combined .vole of 
New York and Hie Northwestern Sltilos, 
and Jailing lo receive the nomination 
only because oC Ihusliimpedu of llio Ohio 
delegation, who, failing to secure their 
own candidate, determined lhal no 
Western man should bo nominated. In 
1870 ho was again one of the leading win- 
'dldales for Ihe Presidential nomination, 
and received the highcst.volo, ncxtlo Air, 
Tlldeu. On Hie Ilrst ballot his vole was 
1'IOJ, .Mr. Tlldon was nominated on the 
second ballol and Mr. Hendrlcks was 
miuiu llio nomlneu for Vice 1'resldent. 
Al llic convention ot 1880, having lull- 
mated Unit he would noli again litku llio 
second placo on Ilia llckot, hu received 
fiOl voles on llio first ballol for the Pres- 
idential nomination, Gen. Hancock be- 
ing chosen on Iho second ballot.

Horse flesh constituted the principal 


part of their nourishment. Horses un- 
lit for service tire Ixniglit, and killed in 
slaughter liousesonthepremlses. Noth- 
ing i3lost;theskin issoldlotheUinners, 
the head and hoofs go to innlce, 1'russliin 
blue, the large bones are made into but- 
tons, the small ones ground for manure, 
and tlic marrow is bought by the per- 
fumers, who sell it for boar's grease. 
The flesh is cut from the bones, cooked 
ii: immense boilers, lind when cold, chop- 
ped in a sausage machine, [t is then 
seasoned with salt and pepper, -which 
keeps it wholesome and sweet and con- 
tributes to the health of tho fowls. 


Vegetable, nutriment for poultry is in- 


sufficient. 
Tn winter they cannot obtain 


the insects nnd worms necessary lo 
maintain their health, and hence do not 
lay. 
liy giving them meat, they cun be 


made to lay the year round. I hope to 
be able next winter to send -10,000 dozen 
eggstomaiket. ]3verygoodlien,T reck- 
on, brings me, deducting failures, los, 
(*S.Tj) a year. They continue laying 
fouryears, and at the end of that lime, 
after three weeks fattening, are (It for 
the market. The hens, which are con- 
stantly lining never want to sit. The 
chickens are hatched artificially. Tho 
incubators are very simple, consisting 
of boxes-like nests placed in rows, and 
heated by steam at a regular tempera- 
ture. The eggs arc covered up from the 
light. 


As soon a.s a chick escapes from its 


shell it is removed to another room. 
About halt the chicks hatched are males. 
After trying many of the foreign breeds, 
I find that the natives are pi oferable, 
and give a more savory flesh. Thodung 
is a very important item of profit; it is 
much sought after by market gardeners 
as one of tho best manures known, Us 
action being favorable to every kind of 
vegetable. __^
